books about birds we were informed 
that birds have air sacks in various 
parts of their bodie? to lift them

Birds 
do have air sacks, especially 
about 
their necks and shoulders, 
but 
the 
purpose of these is now better under­ 
stood than formerly. 
As a matter of 
fact these air sack.- cool the swiftly 
laboring muscles of bird’s wings 
as 
they fly a t great speed through 
the 
air. 
They also serve as cushions to 
protect throat, heart and lungs from 
fhe rush of air against the bodies of 
the birds as they 
cod upon 
their 
long flights. 
Aside from the travelers that nest 
far north of Missouri, there are still 
plenty of faithful bird neighbors that 
-tay with us the year round or 
at 
least raise their families and spend 
the larger portion >i the year with us. 
One of the most beautiful families 
of birds, though not the most beau 
riful or songful, is the group known as 
the fly-catchers with the kingbird or 
the bee martin at it« head. 
This fam 
ily includes also th* crested fly-catch-

All 
the others, the pi b ated 
woodpecker, 
the flicker, the red-bellied, 
the

headed, the hairy and the down, 
are 
very useful b ir d ^ When ever 
they 
peck at one of your trees you 
may 
know* that they are going after a bor­ 
er or other insect that is threatening 
the tree’s life. 
The family >f owls, like most fam ­ 
ilies, has one member 
not 
in 
good 
standing, and that is the great horn­ 
ed owl. There’? a bird that will take 
your fryers off the roost these sum 
mer night?, especially if they are al­ 
lowed to sleep in the trees as no up 
to-date chicken would. 
The rest 
of 
the owls 
do much more good 
than 
harm. 
They are the barred owl 
or 
hoot owl, the long-eared or cat owl 
(about the size of a crow*) the short­ 
eared or swamp owl, the barn owl or 
monkey-faced owl, the

and the saw-whet or 
Acadian 
owl. 
The last is a tiny little fellow much 
smaller than the screech owl and he 
comes here only in winter.

Sterling Price eleventh governor of 
Missouri, valiant soldier of two wars, 
and perhaps the most beloved of the 
military leaders Missouri has produc­ 
ed, was born one hundred and 
eigh­ 
teen years ago on September 11. The 
place of his birth was Prince Edward 
County, Virginia, and the year 
was 
1809. 
In 1831, at the age of 
twenty-two

publican Committee, ami 
Robert

Marsh, formerly a law 
partner 
of 
Jackson and counsel for the Ku Klux 
Klan «luring the “grand dragonship” 
if 1). C. St« phenson, now serving 
a 
ife term for murder. 
The return of imlictments 
today 
was a climax to 11 months of inquiry 
by three succesive grand juries into 
charges of political corruption in In­ 
diana. 
Bond of Gov. Jackson was fixed at 
$2500 by Judge James A. Collins, who 
named the same amount for Marsh 
and Coffin. 
The Mayor’s bond was set at $1000. 
“We have no statement to 
make, 
other than to assure the people 
that 
every member of the grand jury will 
conscientiously continue to 
perform 
his duty", was the only statement is­ 
sued by the grand jurors.

Binls 
lo have air sacks, especially 
about 
their necks and shoulders, 
but 
the 
purpose of these is now hotter under­ 
stood than formerly. 
As a matter of 
fact these air sack> cool the swiftly 
laboring muscles of bird’s wings 
as 
they fly at great speed through 
the 
air. 
They also serve as cushions to 
pr«>tect throat, heart and lungs from 
♦he rush of air against the bodies of 
the birds as they 
peed upon 
their 
long flights. 
Aside from the travelers that nest 
far north of Missouri, there are still 
plenty of faithful bird neighbors that 
tay with us the year round or 
at 
east raise their families and spend 
the larger portion >1 the year with us. 
One of the most beautiful families 
of birds, though not the most beau 
tiful or songful, is the group known as 
'he fly-catchers with the kingbird or 
the bee martin at it« head. This fam ­ 
ily includes also the crested fly-catch- 
er, phoebe, wood pewee, 
alder 
fly­ 
catcher, and several "mailer members 
that are rather hard to tell apart. All 
catch their food in the air, darting out 
from their perch to catch some wing 
ed insect, then returning to 
watch 
for another. 
All are useful. The bee 
martin, once accused of catching bees 
seldom catches bees at all and then 
only the drones, wisely evading 
in­ 
sects that are armed with stingers. 
The woodpeckers have but one scal­ 
awag in their family, and that is the 
yellow’-bellied sapsu* ker, which 
digs 
pits in the hark of our 
fruit 
trees 
ararnging these pit- in closely 
pack 
*d rows around the tree or branch. All 
the others, the pUeated 
woodpecker 
the flicker, the re<M>ellied, 
the 
red 
headed, the hairy and the down, 
are 
very useful h ird ^ 
When ever 
they 
peck at one of your trees you 
may 
know’ that they are going after a bor 
er or other insect that is threatening 
the tree’s life. 
The family of owls, like most fam 
ilies, has one member 
not 
in 
good 
standing, and that is the great horn­ 
ed owl. 
There’" a bird that will take 
your fryers off the roost these sum­ 
mer nights, especially if they are al­ 
lowed to sleep in the trees as no up- 
to-date chicken would. 
The rest 
of 
the owls 
do much more good 
than 
harm. 
They are the barred owl 
or 
hoot owl, the long-eared or cat owl 
(about the size of a crow) the short- 
eared or swamp owl, the bam owl or 
monkey-faced owl, the 
screech 
owl, 
and the saw-whet or 
Acadian 
owl. 
The last is a tiny little fellow much 
smaller than the screech owl and he 
comes here only in winter. Sometimes 
in the coldest winter, also, we may see 
the great snowy owl which is white 
and even larger than the largest of 
our home-staying owls. 
The most 
misunderstood 
of 
all 
bird families is the hawk tribe. 
A 
great many persons suppose that 
all 
hawks are harmful, but this is 
far 
from true. There are but three real­ 
ly dangerous hawks in Missouri; the 
gashawk, a 
big, 
fierce, 
long-bodied 
hawk that is not 
often 
seen 
here. 
Cooper’s hawk commonly known 
as 
the blue henhawk, 
and 
the 
sharp­ 
skinned hawk. 
These three are 
all 
members of the same family, the fal­ 
cons, which are 
swift 
fierce hawks 
with long 
narrow 
wings 
and long 
tails. 
Cooper’s hawk is a little larg­ 
er than a crow, while the sharp-skin- 
ned hawk is a little larger than 
a 
mourning dove, blue-grey in color and 
very swift in flight. 
Harmless 
and 
useful members of the hawk family 
are th«* big rough-legged 
or 
black 
hawks that come here in winter, the 
red-tailed hawk or large sailing hawk 
that lives here the year round, 
the 
sparrow hawk or mouse 
hawk, 
and 
several others. 
Another questionable family is that 
of the crows and jayB. 
Both of these 
are so well known that little needs to 
be said about them. 
It is also a fact 
that very little can be said in their 
favor. 
Then there arc a great many fam­ 
ilies of birds that are entirely useful. 
The true thrush family includes the 
robin, bluebird, wood thrush, hermit 
thrush, and Wilson’s thrush.

until the October 11 meeting.

Cutler chief highway engineer, says 
it may la* necessary to postpone the 
decision until the Noveml>er meeting 
because of the time required for the 
west route survey, ns it was planned 
to give the west route proponents foil 
access to all information the depart­ 
ment had an opportunity to check up 
on the survey’s and cost estimates.

Not long after the establishment of 
the post of New Madrid in 1789, the 
public road,—el 
camina 
real,—the 
King's Highway,—w’as marked 
out, 
following the old Indian trail running 
from New Madrid north to St. Louis. 
This road passed through what is now 
known as Big Prairie and the Rich 
Woods to Scott County, thence across 
the hills to Cape Girardeau, to Ste. 
Genevieve, ami from 
there 
to 
St. 
Ixiuis. 
The road is still a great trav­ 
eled highway on 
substantially 
the 
original line from New Madrid north 
to Ste. Genevieve. It was also known 
by the early American pioneers 
as 
the "Illinois’’ road because it led to 
what was then knowm as the "Illinois 
country” north of Apple Creek and 
to St. Ixmis as far as 
the 
Missouri 
river. 
This road 
passed 
through 
Cape Girardeau and 
Ste. Genevieve, 
but paths led from it to the chain of 
rocks above Commerce, and to 
the 
mouth of Apple creek, and connected 
with aid traces and paths on the east 
side of the 
river. 
Captain 
Charles 
Friend, from Monongahela (Mononga­ 
lia) county, Virginia, in 1799 was one 
of the earliest settlers on this road, 
near the present town of Benton, at 
the foot of what is now known as the 
Scott County hills. 
Captain 
Friend 
was an officer in 
the 
Revolutionary 
war and with nine 
sons 
and 
two 
daughtres came to upper Louisiana in 
the year named. The principal settle­ 
ment in what was then and ever since 
known as Big Prairie, in 
the 
New 
Madrid district was located on or near 
this old highway.— History of

DIDN’T ORDER ROAD 
SURVEY, SAKS ENGINEER 


Responsibility for the lack of a sur- 
vey on the west route, proposed 
for 
the permanent location of 
Highway 
Gl through Scott and 
New 
Madrid 
counties, was assumed early today by 
Chief Engineer T. H. Cutler of 
the 
Highway department. 
Hi* statement 
that he alone, ami not Col. C. 
D. 
Matthews of Sikeaton, chairman 
of 
the commission, was to blame 
for 
the fact that 
less 
information 
is 
available on the west route than on 
the east route, wns made at a Meet­ 
ing between highway 
officials 
and 
members of the West Route Associa­ 
tion from 12:30 to 2:30 this morn­ 
ing at the Idan-Ha Hotel. 


The meeting was wholly informal 
and was arrange! nt Chaffee yester­ 
day afternoon when 
Commissioners 
E. J. McGrew and J. R. Davis 
ex­ 
pressed willingness to hear the claims 
of the west route organization. 
The 
two commissioners, Engineer Cutler 
and Chairman Matthews 
were 
on 
their way over 
the 
proposed 
west 
route when the agreement was made 
for the meeting. 
Sixteen men from Chaffee, 
Oran 
and Cape 
Girardeau 
attended 
the 
meeting. 
They gathered at the hotel 
at 8 o'clock last night. 
The commis­ 
sioners ami the chief engineer arriv­ 
ed at 12:30 o'clock, delayed by a tire 
trouble and by a conference between 
Cutler and Division Engineer S. 
H. 
rielland at Sikeston. The meeting got 
under way at once and continued for 
two hours in the dining room of the 
Idan-Ha Hotel. 
The 
meml*ers 
of the West Route 
Association told the 
road 
officials 
that they believer! as much informa­ 
tion should be had on the west route 
as on the east route before the com­ 
mission attempts a fair decision be­ 
tween the two. 
They said they 
had 
been promised a detailed survey 
of 
the west route, such as 
has 
been 
made on the east route, hut that last 
week they were informed no survey 
would be made. 
Chief Engineer Cutler nt once re­ 
plied he had told engineers 
not 
to 
make a detailed survey ami that Col. 
Matthews had nothing to do with it. 
He said that rcconnaisancc 
surveys 
made by former 
Division 
Engineer 
Frank It. Newton failed to make 
al­ 
lowance 
for a number of 
bridge* 


and other engineering factors on the 
west route, and that 
it 
had 
been 
found since the cost of building 
the 
ihghway on the west route would he 
propably $000,000 or $700,000 higher 
than on the east route. 
Cutler said 
that Newton’s surveys were not ex­ 
haustive and that he had written Jas. 
McMullin, secretary 
of 
the 
West 
Roue Association, 
that he consider­ 
ed them of little value. 


Cutler wns told that L. L. Hiding- 
er, president of the Morgan Engineer­ 
ing Co. and engineer for the 
Little 
River Drainage district, had 
given 
the association statistics showing that 
at no time did the water get above 18 
inches in depth on the west route and 
that this might not have been taken 
into consideration when the engineers 
in Jefferson City looked at their topo­ 
graphical maps and found the 
west 
route territory to be probably six or 
eight feet lower than 
the 
Sikeston 
ridge. 
This was brought out in 
an 
effort to show that a higher roadway 
would not lie required on the 
west 
route than on the east route. 
Cutler replied that 
the 
elevations 
considered on the west route 
were 
based on the height flood water 
re­ 
cently reached above 
Highway 
84 
east of Risco. 
It was brought to his 
attention that this water came from 
the Mississippi and 
before 
reaching 
the west route territory, reached 
a 
greater height over Kingshighway for 
seven miles north of New Madrid, and 
that the government has taken 
over 
the Farrenhurg levee nnd will make 
it standard, so that little 
is to 
be 
feared in the future from Mississippi 
flood water. 
Among other things brought to the 
commissioners’ attention 
was 
the 
question of refunds. 
It was 
stated 
that the association has been inform­ 
ed by 
competent 
law 
firms that, 
while the commission has in some in­ 
stances refunded the entire value of 
a road, the refund ruling of the hoard 
might not he justified by the 
law, 
which provides only for refund of the 
portions of a road used. 
The com­ 
missioners said they wour rely upon 
their official legal counsel to construe 
t he law. 
Dr. G. A. Sample, of Chaffee, asked 
if the refund had 
been 
considered 
when a comparison of the west nnd 
east routes was mnde. 
If the west 
route construction cost was over 
a 
half million in excess of 
the 
east 
m ute he said, would not render pay­ 
ment of a similar refund amount off­ 


set the difference in cost 
of 
con­ 
struction and at the same time give 
Southeast Missouri two roads where 
it now has one. 
Cutler answered that the highway 
commission noting 
for 
the 
entire 
state, does not work for the 
special 
benefit of any one section 
or com­ 
munity. 
It wns asked then, if 
the 
tourist going through the state would 
care whether he traveled the Sikes­ 
ton ridge or the Little River valley 
as long as it made no difference 
in 
the length or type of the road. 
The 
interests of the district, even as 
a 
secondary consideration were 
urged 
upon the commissioners. 
Regarding the flood-relief of 
the 
controversy, it was stated that 
few 
men 
ami 
teams 
from 
the district 
would he employed when the 
road 
is built. 
A. L. Harty said that every 
construction company has its organi­ 
zation of trained workmen. 
He said 
that only 
a 
few outside men 
and 
teams were being used in 
grading 
the 
right-of-way for Highway No. 
<11 through CajK' Girardeau 
county 
at the present time. 
H. I. Himmelbergor, of the 
Him- 
mellierger-Ilarrison Lumber Co., told 
the commissioners 
that 
since 
the 
flood operations 
of 
his 
company's 
mills had been hampered more by the 
lack of men ami teams to bring logs 
from the woods than at 
any 
other 
time in the past five years. The real 
flood sufferer, he said, is 
the land­ 
owner whose acres are lying idle this 
year. 
He said that Col. Ralph An­ 
derson of the Gideon-Anderson Lum­ 
ber Co., had told him that his com­ 
pany’s mills also had been shut down 
for the lack of men and 
teams 
to 
haul timl>er. 
After discussion of the flood-relief 
phase, Julian N. Friant asked, “ Why 
Tush this thing through. 
Why must 
this he decided September 23?” 
He 
asked if a delay of 30 days, or until a 
detailed survey of the 
west 
route 
could he mnde, would really affect 
the people of Southeast Missouri 
as 
flood sufferers and if a hasty decision

THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


By'Floyd C. Shoemaker 
Sterling Price eleventh governor of 
Missouri, valiant soldier of two wars, 
and perhaps the most beloved of the 
military leaders Missouri has produc­ 
ed, was born one hundred and 
eigh­ 
teen years ago on September 11. The 
place of his birth was Prince Edward 
County, Virginia, and the year 
was 
1809. 
In 1831, at the age of twenty-two 


ed by a large majority. 
With the lowering of the war clouds 
in 1859 and 1860, Price declared him­ 
self a Douglas Democrat, an advocate 
of slavery, of the 
preservation 
of 
the Union, and of Missouri’s neutrali­ 
ty in the impemling crisis—views not 
inconsistent with each other in 
the 
mimls of Massachusetts at that 
per­ 
iod. 
When the Convention elected at 
the suggestion of Governor Jackson 
to decide on Missouri’s relation to the 
Union, assembled 
at Jefferson 
City 
in February, 1861, Sterling Price was 
chosen its president, as 
a conserva­ 
tive, conditional Union man. 
But events in Missouri were mov­ 
ing rapidly to a crisis in the spring 
of ’61. 
When the capture of the St. 
Louis arsenal ami of Camp Jackson 
by Generals Lyon and Blair preeipit- 
ate«i hostilities in the state, Price was 
commissioned by Gov. Jackson major- 
general of the newly organized State 
Guard. 
The final efforts of Jackson 
and Price to maintain Missouri’s neu­ 
trality having failed at the Planters 
House Conference on June 12, Gover­ 
nor Jackson issued his call for 50,000 
volunteers and civil war was fully in­ 
augurated in 
Missouri. 
Lyon 
ad­ 
vanced on Jefferson City. 
Price 
re­ 
treated into the southwestern part of 
the state and began in earnest the re­ 
cruiting 
of 
soldiers 
for the State 
Guard. 
Having enlisted the aid 
of 
General Ben McCulloch and his Con­ 
federate army then in northern Ar 
kansas, Price and the Confederate 


died at St. Isolds on September 29th 
of that year. At Keytesville in Char­ 
iton County there stands

monument of General Price, erected 
to his memory by the State of Mis­ 
souri in 1911.
